(Obituary): “Aunt Martha” Smith, Pioneer Woman, Good Neighbor, is Dead 

Her life an epic of the winning of the west, filled with acts of daring and of sacrifice, “Aunt Martha” Smith pioneer 
mother and good neighbor passed away at the age of eighty six years, at the home of her daughter Mrs. Frank Austin 
at Sumner, Washington, on March 3 and was buried there on March 5. 

For a decade “Aunt Martha” lived in this city at her home on Twelfth and Laurel streets with her son, Richard Gates. 
For the past several years she has been failing in health fast and she was moved to her daughter’s home a short time 
ago where she passed peacefully away. Mr. Gates has just returned from Sumner where he attended his mother’s 
funeral. 

Mrs. Martha Smith was born at Richmond, Ohio on May 5, 1840. At the age of seven years she went to Salt Lake 
City, Utah, as a nurse girl for the family of Barnabus Mortimer, a Mormon. Aunt Martha, starting out as a bread 
winner at the early age of seven years was self supporting from that day onward. 

The stirring times among the Mormons from 1847 on, through Civil War days and afterwards furnished thrills and 
experiences that “Aunt Martha” treasured and loved to tell about. 

While yet a young girl she was married to John Gates in Utah, who died in 1889. Nine children were born of the 
union and of these five have passed away. 

In 1890, with two of her daughters, she came west and settled at Fairhaven and a few years later came here and a 
little later homesteaded what is now Piedmont on Lake Crescent. Here she was married to Mr. Smith who lived but a 
few years and is buried at Piedmont. 

Moving in from the lake in 1908 “Aunt Martha” has ever since lived with her son Richard at the family home at 
Twelfth and Laurel. 

She is survived by two sons, Richard of this city, Sam Gates of Puyallup and two daughters, Mrs. Frank Austin of 
Sumner and Mrs. Frank Fasket of Doe Bay, Wash. Her youngest son, a peace officer, was shot and killed last 
November in California, and a daughter died a few weeks later in Sumner. Her children were good to her and did 
everything for the mother they loved. 

Mrs. Smith was a member of the Relief Corps and of the W. G. T. U. She was beloved by a circle of neighbors and 
friends who often visited her and loved to talk to her and sit with her. She was a neighborly neighbor and many a kind 
deed can be recorded to her credit. There was nothing too much for her to do to help out a neighbor or a friend. As 
one neighbor said in commenting on her death, “it was the passing of a good woman.” 

“Aunt Martha’s” industry was amazing and her fingers were never still a minute. Her specialty was knitting and the 
needle fairly flew through the yarn. Her house was filled with knitted articles and she was never happier than when 
knitting some gift for a friend and scores of homes in the city, have remembrances of knitted article that she made. 

Up on Cherry Hill they will miss “Aunt Martha” with her little peculiar ways, her kindness and her fund of stories that 
told in her own way the story of stirring times when the west was young. The neighborhood has lost a character and 
the little cottage so often the meeting place of friends who dropped in to cheer the little woman, will seem strangely 
lonely since she has gone. “Aunt Martha” was one of the old school women who are fast disappearing and her place 
in the affections of her neighbors can never be entirely filled.

The children of the Prophet were 
attending school at the time. I taught school in Nauvoo for about twelve months when I took inflamation in my eyes 
which incapacitated me for business for ten months.” 

B: “I landed in Nauvoo, April 1st, 1844, with my little family of wife and three children determined to be with the man 
who could talk with angels and enunciate to the world so grand a philosophy. I at once set to work and founded the 
Nauvoo Seminary. Within three months, I had 224 pupils and several assistant teachers. I soon formed the 
acquaintance of Joseph Smith and nearly all of the dignitaries of the Mormon Church. The children of the Prophet 
and his brother Hyrum were my pupils at the time of the murder at Carthage.”

[Hannah Nelson Robison, daughter-in-law of Mary Jane Waite Robison, and Aunt Hannah, as she is now called, and 
living at 362 East Third South, Salt Lake City, wrote a letter to Lacy D. White, of Pleasant Grove in Early February of 
this year, as to any information she could get concerning her father’s mother and his grandmother, Jane Caldwell and 
her children. 

The reply letter I have before me, dated February 19, 1953. I quote from it. ‘Among mother’s papers I found a very 
short sketch of grandma’s life. It says she was the third child in a family of seven children and that she had four 
sisters and two brothers. This sketch also states that her two sisters, Rebecca and Margaret, died at Winter 
Quarters. From what I have heard Mother (Mary Jane Waite Robison) tell of the family, I know there were the _ 
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following children: Martha (who was Aunt Belle’s mother); John; Anderson (he was the one who ran away from home 
when a small boy, ten years old and didn’t come back until he was thirty years old); Mary Jane; Rebecca; and 
Margaret, the two who died on the way. These died at Winter Quarters. 

And then there was Uncle Joe Dunn who was a half-brother. There are no dates given but it states that Jane 
Caldwell and her seven children, left Nauvoo with the first forty of the Saints to leave; that would be when Grandma 
was ten years old, and she went to live with Grandma Kelsey when she was eleven.’ Elbert E. Waite, May 27, 195].

[Author’s Comment: Various histories speak of this event in a variety of ways. Some histories say Jane Caldwell and 
Simeon Dunn “married.” Some histories say they “came together.” At least one of these statements is self-evident. 
Both Jane and Simeon continued in their fellowship with the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, thus it is 
appropriate to assume that their actions were appropriate for their circumstances. This may have included a common 
law marriage or some other arrangement. 

Some histories indicate that Jane and Simeon were married by Brigham Young. This is highly unlikely as Brigham 
Young’s whereabouts are carefully documented for this time period, and he was several hundreds of miles further 
ahead on the trail to what would become Winter Guarters. Some histories indicate that Jane was excommunicated as 
a result of this union because she was already married to John Waite and/or Eli B. Kelsey. There is no record of any 
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excommunication, or any other type of reprimand, for either Jane or Simeon. Communication with church record 
keepers and/or historians portrays a sentiment of a people struggling to fully understand the doctrines they had been 
taught, a people under stress and threat of life by antagonists to the church, and a general lack of records that 
surround this period of confusion and exodus.] _

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June to August 1846 

Event: Grand Encampment 



Grand Encampment was a long string of wagons, strung out along roughly a nine mile stretch from west to east in 
western Pottawattamie County, starting about three miles east of the Missouri River. This was, as evidenced by the 
name, an encampment—the most temporary of all the temporary settlements created by the Latter-day Saints in the 
region. It lasted a mere two months, “from June until late July or early August 1846.” The saints drew up their wagons 
and pitched their tents in orderly squares, some of which were “enclosed with split-rail fences.” As the saints 
continued to arrive, they set up their tents and wagons further and further east, beside the saints who had arrived 
before them.

B: “In February, 1848, I was appointed to a mission to the British Isles. I slowly worked my way from Winter Quarters 
to St. Joseph on the Missouri River with my family, which was now reduced by the death of our two youngest children; 
from thence to St. Louis and then to my father in-law’s farm on the Kentucky bank of the Ohio River, opposite the City 
of Madison, Indiana. Finding no employment there, I left my wife and children at her father’s home and went to the city 
of Louisville, Ky. and hired myself as a joiner to my brother, who was then a master builder in that city, at $1.25 per 
day and my board. There I remained until I had earned money enough to furnish my wife and children with food and 
clothing to last them a year, trusting to my wife’s family, whom I had already baptized, to give them the shelter of a 
home. 

In the month of July, 1848, after fondly embracing my wife and children, I hailed the passing steamer for passage; 
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and while the yawl was coming ashore for me, I emptied my purse, containing $3.25, into my wife’s lap, determined to 
start upon my mission of love without purse or scrip as the apostles of old had done. Her agony at my going without a 
cent in my pocket was so great that I consented to take the $3.25 with me. With this small sum, I started on a journey 
of at least 4500 miles, and that, too, among strangers. Yet, throughout my whole journey I never failed to find friends. 
When questioned, I told of my mission, and friends at once sprang up around me everywhere. I landed in Liverpool on 
the last day of August with $3.50 in my pocket, being a slight increase of the money which I had when I parted from my 
wife to take this mission to a foreign land. My labors in the British Isles from Sept. 1st, 1848, to Dec. 31st, 1851 are 
matters of Mormon history.”

And to the bosom of your friends -and heaven grant that their influence may prove effectual in weaning you from the 
sad delusion which you have fallen into-which if you consider coolly and deliberately, I have no doubt means will be 
found which you can live comfortably at home and render useless a separation for years from those that you bound by 
the ties that link together man with his family; and a fulfillment of that duty that God sanctioned as high priest and 
witness in the garden of Eden should be held more sacred than all other Christian duties which devolve upon man. 

Can you leave home then and abide with strangers in a strange land-far from all those you should hold dear for the 
purpose of gaining a few more of the ignorant population of England to the Mormon standard. They are ready at all 
times to acknowledge any faith or religion, sect or denomination if there is any hope of future means of living; let then 
reason I pray you usurp the place of delusion and fulfill the duties that honor and religion bind you to fulfill. Give our 
love to all enquiring friends.”

You say you are well for which I thank my heavenly 
Father for shurley (sic) none but God alone knows the feeling of my heart notwithstanding I [have] known for years this 
time would come yet the sepperation is great= I pray God to keep you humble and give you of his spirit that (you) may 
be the means in the hands of God in doing much good in your day and generation= this letter leaves us all well= Jane 
Wait has left Jacob Hettibidals [ Nettibidals. Heltibitalsl = Mrs. Hettibidals brother made so much fuss because he had 

a Mormon to work for them and put the boys up to leave him if he kept Jane= She has gone to work at Gallant Rains’s 

to work. She and the child are well= Barney Adams staved here last night and said he would take Martha Wait with 

him to the Valev= I am sorry that you could not stop and see your Brother and Sister. I was in hopes you could 
convince them of this Later day work.= I have traded off your oxen for four good cows= I got a letter from Father 
Gribble at the Bluffs= He says they had a good conference on the 6th of April= the companies for the valey are to keep 
starting from time to time until the first of July. Give my love to all your friends for I suppose they think so hard of me 
for making you & Leticia a Mormon (as they say) But tell them if I (had) a legacy of millions to leave you I would in 
preference give you Mormonism for the knowledge you already have and will yet receive if faithfull is as an 
inexaustable fountain of light and will give you eternal life in the Celestial Kingdom of our God = be faithful my children 
and let none take your crown. Jane sends you and Letitia her best love and will keep good courage for she knows you 
will vet return safe. Mary is waiting to take this letter to the Office. She sends you her love = give my love to George 
and Mary Jane= write as soon as you receive this and when you are gone Letitia must write= We got a letter from 
Lucena Wait= She says her mother is a fool for following the Mormons and if she goes with them she will go without 
her= farewell my dear children= I still remain your affectionate mother. Mary Gribble

Madison, Ind. May 11 th , 1848 

Mr. R. C. and Mrs. Mary Jane Slaughter 

Dear Brother and Sister, I rec’d your favor of the 3 rd of May today and was rejoiced to hear of your good health & I 
was very sorry that I could not stop and pay you a visit, but it was impossible for two or three reasons, 1 st lack of 
means to pay my passage from there to Madison as the boats have charged me as much to your place as this place= 
and 2 I was fearfull that Letitia might be confined before I could get her to Madison as she expected to be confined by 
the 20 th of April, but she was mistaken as it has not happened yet. I would have rejoiced to have a weeks talk with you 
upon a variety of subjects= the principle one of which would be of the glorious truth of the Gospel as revealed through 
Joseph Smith. 

You have said a good deal about Mormon delusion= fanaticism= English ignorance= and also of the obligations 
enjoined upon a man to stick close to his family= and conclude with (I have no doubts) a sincere prayer that my friends 
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here may be enabled to exercise an influence over me sufficient to deter me from doing what I think to be my duty. 

Now dear brother I do thank you for this string of “Advice” and good wishes= for I believe it is done with the best of 
feelings= But nevertheless you must excuse me if I do not follow your advice in a single instance for reasons that I 
should hereafter explain in due order. 

First 

With regard to Mormonism, I will say that you make the assertion without any knowledge and without advancing any 
proof to substantiate your assertions. Now Sir, what is Mormonism? I answer it with a bibleism, for it teaches 
repentance towards God, faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, baptism for remission of sins, laying on of hands for the 
reception of the Holy Ghost. With the promise of the gifts of healing etc. and for testimony I refer you to the 2 nd 
Chapter of Acts, Paul’s epistle to the Corinthians and the declaration of our Saviour, where he says go ye into all the 
world and spread the gospel to every creature, he that believeth and is baptized shall be saved and he that believes 
not shall be damned and these signs shall follow him that believes, he shall cast out devils, heal the sick etc. in my 
name" He that believes! What! Why the gospel you preach. What was that gospel? Search the scriptures and you will 
find it as I have before stated, to consist in repentance and faith, baptism and laying on of hands for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost- 

Second 

“English ignorance” They are willing] to receive anything” Believe anything that promised to secure and prospect of a 
means of future living. Why Sir, as to English ignorance will say that I have known very many men that embraced the 
Gospel in England that had more talent, both natural and acquired than either you or I and as to worldly wealth, could 
buy us both with all we possess, wives and children, cattle, horses and dogs, were we as black as the Ace of Spades = 
and as far as sincerity is concerned I believe they are as honest as we are. 

Letitia joins with me in sending you our love. George sends his special respects to Milton A. Mother is living at 
Savannah, Andrew County, Mo and will for a year to come. I shall likely stay here for 4 or 5 weeks longer. In the 
meantime, I would like to hear from you often. Farewell and may the Lord bless you in as much as you are faithful. Eli

When I reflect on yours and your 
mothers uniform good sense and to think you will be led by a set of dishonest fanatics= it is truly surprising= You seem 
to have a bad set of prophets= in the first place Kirtland was the promised land= next Missouri and next Nauvoo and 
now in the wilderness= Abandoned by both God and man and prosecuted by the people= and now you’re about to go 
to England to endeavor to induce other poor ignorant people to go through the same privations and suffering that has 
been the lot of many before them. I should certainly have strong doubts of doing right in any way assisting you in any 
further imposition on the people of this country or any other. But it is not necessary to write more as I hope I shall soon 
see you at my house. I live in Portsmouth and you must calculate to stay with me for several days. Yours respectfully,

I found my family all well, except my wife Letitia whose 
health is not good. I am now preparing to start for New York on the 25 th of this month (This being the 22nd of May 
1848. {this is what it says although the date seems wrong}). While I was in Louisville I was treated very kindly by all 
whom I became acquainted with. I here met accidently with Brother Thomas Laap(?) His family who came here after 
his expulsion from Nauvoo in 1846. He has worked very hard and accumulated clothing etc for his journey. He 
appears to be firm in the faith of the Latter Day work. He designs going to the Bluffs in September of this year. I spent 
several hours very pleasantly with him. 

I have laid in 1000 lbs. of flour and some coffee and sugar for my family to last them until I can send them means from 
England.

O Lord my heavenly Father I pray thee in the name of Jesus that thou wouldst bless my family for good and watch 
over them for good and preserve them from evil. Yea and also me thy servant that we may all be spared to meet 
again and enjoy each other’s society when I thy servant shall return from England. O Lord, I have broken and burst 
asunder those sacred and tender ties that bind man to the society of his mainly for thy sake and the Gospel. 

Therefore, O Lord, bless me thy servant upon my mission with wisdom and meekness and open the way before me 
that I may be enabled to obtain the means to travel with. Keep me in health and strength from the power of the 
destroyer. 

Also bless my family with life, health, peace, and happiness in my absence and I will render unto thy name all thy 
honor and glory Through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

17 May 1849 

Event: White Cloud Fire of 1849 in St. Louis 

A: “In the spring of 1849, the population of St. Louis was about 63,000 with a western boundary of the city extending to 
11 th Street. The city was about three quarters of a mile in width and had about three miles of riverfront filled with 
steamboats and other river craft. St. Louis, located near the junction of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers, was the 
last major city where travelers could get supplies before they headed west. Flere travelers bought supplies and 
switched steamboats before going up the Missouri River to Omaha, Nebraska or other trail heads for the trails west. 

At the time of this fire, the city was also experiencing a cholera epidemic which would end up killing about 10% of the 
population. 

B: “The fire began onboard a steamboat, The White Cloud. The steamboat broke loose from its moorings and began 
to float down the Mississippi River, setting other steamboats on fire as it went. It finally came to rest at the foot of 
Locust Street and the heat coming from the boat ignited nearby buildings. The resulting fire began to spread and 
threatened to burn down the entire city. The fire department, then all volunteer, decided to create a fire break by 
blowing up six warehouses.”

I hired a man to set me across the river at Eleven O Clock at night and in a few moments I was clasped in the arms of 
my beloved wife and children. I thank thee O Lord for thy goodness unto me thy servant and my family in that thou 
has watched over us for good and suffered no evil to befall us but hast spared us to meet together again to enjoy each 
other’s society for a season. 

The second day after, my arrival I was taken quite sick with an attack of the bloody flux and inflammation of the 
kidneys and the piles= Through the goodness of god in answer to the prayer of faith I was healed in a few days. I 
enjoyed the society of my wife’s parents and brothers and sisters much. They have been very kind to my family and 
myself for which thing may the Lord bless them. My mother in law is still rejoicing in the truth and is very desirous to 
gather with the saints. 

My Sister in law Minerva Sheets is quite favorable to the doctrine of the church. = She is a good young woman and I 
hope will soon see the necessity of obeying the gospel.

At Louisville I found my brother Edson and family and my sister Mary Jane and her son Milton= who were all well 
except Martha Jane- the eldest daughter of my brother Edson= 

I forgot to mention that R. C. Slaughter my sister’s husband died with the cholera in Memphis. Demised while lodging 
there with his family in the month of last. My eldest Brother F. W. ? Kelsey also died with the Cholera in New Orleans 
in April last. I found them as usual (J. E.) opposed to Mormonism. 

29 th August. 

(Visited with some of the Scottish saints etc. I purchased some things for my family and took a deck passage for 
myself and family on board the steam Boat Saint Croix on Thursday 6 th Sept. We got along pretty well until about 12 
O’clock hit some snags and broke down a shaft three hundred miles from Saint Louis= Emma was taken sick today. 
Myself and wife anointed her and laid hands upon her and rebuked the disease and she was healed. 

Sunday 16 th Sept 

When we started for the Bluffs in Stephen Markham’s wagon we arrived town of Savanah same evening where we 
were detained by heavy rains for three days= We at last got started but was detained by high water for several days 
more until at last we arrived in Cartersville the 28 th day of September after dark.

We stopped all night with Br. Joseph Foring president of the Seventies=in the morning moved into a house along with 
a Sister Knights and staid there several days until I purchased a house from Phinias Young with two acres of land for 
which I paid him forty five dollars. The House is situated in Carters town 2 14 or 3 miles from Kanesville.

My wife Letitia was taken sick with the chills and fever. We washed her and anointed her in the name of Jesus and 
gave her some purgative medicine and she was healed and made whole in a few days. I was myself taken very 
severely with an inflammatory fever, but through hands and anointing in the manner of Jesus and the prayer of faith I 
was healed immediately. Sister Waite’s little son Joseph was also taken with the chills but soon got better . 

[Elder Hyde got home the 12 th of October. Eli B. Kelsey met with him and gave him the money he had brought back 
from the Saints in Scotland. Also suggested missionaries to go to England ] 

I had found that I would be under the necessity of obtaining a credit from some of the merchants of some sixty or 
seventy dollars to enable me to situate my family comfortably until I could reasonably expect to send them means from 
England.—acting upon faith that the Lord would open my way before me as he had thereto done= 

Brother Brown as soon as he heard of it immediately stepped forward and offered to pay any bill I might need= May 
the Lord Bless him and also Bless me that I may be enabled to pay him according to expectations

30 Nov 1849 Eli B. Kelsey, one of the Missionaries en route to England wrote as follows to the Millennial Star. Letter 
to the Editor. On board Steam Boat Nominee, Ohio River 60 miles below Louisville. Nov 29 th , 1849 
Dear Brother Pratt, 

I snatch a few moments of leisure to write to you and inform you that brother G.P. Dykes and myself are thus far on 
our way to “Old England.” In good health, and with a fair prospect of being in Liverpool by the 15 th or 20 th of January, 
through the blessing of the Lord. The boat shakes very much, and I have some difficulty in tracing out words, so that 
you will be enabled to decipher them. We spent one week in St. Louis. Brother Felt and the Saints under his 
presidency, treated us with great kindness, and have given us means sufficient to bear our expenses to New York. I 
must say that I am very highly pleased with the strict organization that brother Felt has established in all things 
pertaining to the St. Louis branch, and the wise arrangements he has made for the reception of the emigrating Saints, 
by which means they are reserved from those wolves in sheep’s clothing, apostates; and every information is given 
relative to obtaining profitable employment, healthy locations for residence, &c. And I can confidently say to all the 
emigrating Saints, who are compelled to stop in St. Louis for want of means to proceed further, that if they will hearken 
to the counsel of Brother Felt and his counselors, it will be well with them. Brother Felt will also be of great benefit to 
those who wish to make purchases in St. Louis, preparatory to crossing the plains, in a saving from ten to twenty 
percent of their money. The branch in St. Louis numbers about 3,000 Saints, of all ages, hot, warm, and cold, with a 
far-less proportion of the cold than I anticipated. I made arrangements with brother Felt relative to obtaining 
subscribers for the STAR, who will pay their subscriptions in advance, together with the transatlantic postage which will 
probably give a circulation in St. Louis to that valuable publication of from 50 to 100 copies. I will also endeavor to 
make the same arrangements in Cincinnati, Philadelphia, and New York 

I intend visiting Washington City, in the hope that I may be enabled to bring you some joyful news relative to the 
State of Deseret. Enclosed, you will find an extract from the New York Post, which will be interesting to the “Saints”, 
as further proof of the Book of Mormon. I left my family in good health. Brother Hyde was in good health and spirits. 
He has sent you 50 copies each of Nos. 1 to 20 inclusive, of the Guardian, for Sale, and will continue to send from 25 
to 50 copies of each following number, as they come out. The public feeling relative to us as a people, has taken a 
great change of late. The persecutions we have received—our patient endurance—indefatigable industry, and above 
all our kind reception in the valley of the Salt Lake of the destitute and starving gold diggers, although many of them 
were mobocrats, has made a drought upon the sympathies of the people of this nation that they cannot resist. As a 
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proof of this change of feeling in the west, I was invited to preach in the cabin of the steamer as I came down the 
Missouri, which I did three times. I gave them a history of the rise and progress of the Church; the persecutions we 
have endured; together with an outline of our faith. I saw many tears dashed from eyes that were humid, as I 
recounted to them the sufferings of our wives and tender little ones, and of the falling by the way side, as martyrs to 
the truth. How different the scene from that which would have taken place four years ago, instead of tears, there 
would have been howls of rage; and instead of kind and gentle treatment, I would have been in danger of losing my 
scalp. It will no doubt, be gratifying to the Scottish Saints, to hear that Elder Samuel Muliner (one of the Pioneers of 
the gospel to Scotland) is on his way by this time, for the British Isles, to assist in pruning the vineyard. I was also 
informed, just before leaving, that Elder Martindale was appointed to accompany Brother Muliner. Those three 
brethren, viz: Elders Dykes, Muliner, and Martindale, will probably be all that will be sent from the Bluffs. Elder A. W. 
Babbitt informed me that he understood, (when he left the valley) that several elders would accompany the church 
teams from that place, on their way to England. Remember me to all my brethren who may leave England (on their 
return home) before I arrive. I pray the Lord to bless them. Tell brothers Cordon Robbins that their families are well. I 
parted from sister R—, last Sabbath. Give my love to Sister Pratt and family, and may heaven bless you, my beloved 
brother, is the earnest prayer of your fellow labourer in the kingdom of God. Eli B. Kelsey

A: ...(Sept. 2, 2849) “The names of these very first settlers were Judson Toleman, Cyrus Call, and Samuel Mecham 
their wives and two children. They pitched camp at the head of the present city of Tooele approximately where the 
Daughters of Utah Pioneers monument now stands between Main Street and First W Street on Third S. Like all early 
day settlers they began at once to explore the nearby canyons for springs of water, timber, and pasture for their 
settlement. 

After considerable work to erect suitable shelters for the group, these first pioneers returned to Salt Lake City to 
attend October conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. They reported to President Brigham 
Young on the condition of the valley and were promised help by him. 

On their return trip from this conference they were accompanied by Benjamin Toleman, Cyrus Toleman his wife and 
two children, Zhynis Wright and his adopted son, Francis X Lougy, Orson Braffet, and Mary Kelsey. They began at 
once to prepare for their first winter in Tooele. 

In December of the same year, Apostle Ezra T. Benson, Robert Skelton, and John Rowberry joined the little colony 
and faced the hardships of the first winter here.

I have just written a letter to Jane which I want you to give her, and help her read it if she 
cannot read it herself, and I always want you to read all my letter to her, unless I write "Private" upon them. Obey 
me in this my dear. For I have a reason for it. I want that you and I should so conduct ourselves towards all who 
belong to our family as to win them to us by cords of love. 

I want Jane to strive to improve herself in reading, writing, and you my love, I want you to search for knowledge 
and by the prayer of faith. Do not loose any time, but make use of every moment. Also strive to inspire the hearts of 
the children with a strong desire for knowledge. Read books of the church, also teach the children to do so, so that 
both you and they may be made instructors in doctrine. Tell my darling Son and Daughter that their father wants to 
[know] if they have read the Book of Mormon, Doctrine and Covenants, Spences Letters, and Voice of Warning 
Th[r]ough as yet, or have neglected to do so. I hope not, but if they have I hope they will go at it and read every day 
(some) until they have read them through. I also want them to read all the Star pamphlets I send them to you. This 
same advice is for all the family... 

... I will tell you what course I expect to take. First I sent you $100.00 by Bro. Gordon, I will sent you $50.00 more by 
Bro. Pratt next April or May. I also sent you a box of clothing which I expect you have got before this time. I will send 
you as follows this winter—2 shalls [shawls] and 2 parasols for Jane, to send to Mary Jane and Martha. 1 shall and 1 
parasol for Mary Jane Kelsey, 1 dress each for you, Mary Jane and Jane for summer, 1 summer suit for George and 1 
summer suit for Joseph and 1 suit for Emma. This is all I will send in clothing or money. Out of this I want you to pay 
off all the debts so as to owe nothing when I come and also enough flour to last us into the valley.

Friday Sept 12, 1851 a mail arrived in G.S.L. City from California. Pres. Brigham Young wrote the following: Great 
Salt lake City Sept 12, 1851 
Elder Eli B. Kelsey, 

Dear Brother: Your favor of 23 rd April is received and it is truly gratifying to hear such good news, It is good news to 
hear the glad tiding of the Gospel. It is good news to hear of others receiving and obeying its requirements, and good 
news to receive assurances of being faithful in the house of trial from those who have taken of the good word of life 
unto salvation. It fills my soul with joy and rejoicing to hear of the rapid extension of the Gospel of peace among the 
nations of the earth; it shows that the servants of god are not asleep and that God himself is yet working, bringing to 
pass ever his “strange act” in touching the honest in heart with the fire of his spirit and causing them to flee from the 
wrath of the Almighty, which is even now being poured out upon the nations. 

I have read the account of your celebration: that must have been a great day for the Saints in London and will, I 
doubt not, have a good effect. London was the hardest place in England to get the work planted, but now bids fair to 
out strip all other places. This is as myself and my brethren anticipated it would be, for in the Metropolis, you know, 
they think all truth is known and look for it to emanate there from, and so it should, and so it does emanate from the 
Great Metropolis to those who with an eye of Faith can see beyond the things that perish. In the valleys of the 
Mountains we live in peace. Our settlements are extending to the north and south, to the east and west, with that 
rapidity commensurate with the wants of the Saints and the tide of emigration. There is room for all, therefore let them 
come home, is the word that “Zion may be comforted, that her vast places may be built up, and her wilderness made 
like Eden and her desert like the garden of the Lord, Joy and gladness shall be found therein, thanksgiving and the 
voice of melody” 

So shall the Kingdom of our God be established, built up and extended in the earth. So shall Temples be built unto 
the name of our Lord and the true knowledge of God imparted unto his faithful Saints, the priesthood honored, also the 
anointing and endowments from the Lord and all the People made to rejoice in the Holy one of Israel. Praying that the 
blessings of my Father in Heaven may rest upon you and preserve you in health and strength from all evil influences 
which surround and attend upon you, and that you may faithfully fulfil your mission and then return to Zion with crowns 
of Joy and rejoicing upon your head and bringing your sheaves with you, I remain sincerely and truly yours in the 
Gospel of Peace and Salvation. Brigham Young. _

Following is a detailed account of the disaster compiled by Andrew Jenson and published in part in the “Contributor” 
Vol. 13, pg 408-414. 

“Some of the Saints had crossed the Atlantic in the ship “Kennebec: (sailing from Liverpool, England, Jan 10, 1852) 
remained temporarily in St. Louis, Missouri, but a number of those who continued the journey to the Valley that season 
only tarried in that city a few days; as they took passage on an old dilapidated steamboat, the Saluda, which had been 
chartered by Elders Eli B. Kelsey and David J. Ross, to take a company of Saints up the river to Council Bluffs. On the 
13 th of March she sailed from St. Louis, with about one hundred and seventy-five persons on board, of whom about 
ninety were Saints, including a number of the passengers who had crossed the Atlantic in the Kennebec. There were 
also some Saints from St. Louis. And others from the State of Mississippi. The other Kennebec passengers came up 
the river subsequently on other boats. 


The Saluda made but slow progress, as the floating masses of ice in the river made navigation very dangerous, but 
she finally reached Brunswick, about fifty miles below Lexington, where Elder Eli B. Kelsey and ten other brethren 
landed to buy cattle. When the boat arrived at Lexington, on Sunday, April 4 th , she was met by immense masses of 
ice, and the captain and boat crew, although making desperate efforts to proceed, found it impossible to make 
headway against the current and ice. Consequently, after fighting with the stubborn elements for several hours, they 
were compelled to cross the river and tie up for the night on the opposite side from Lexington. On the fifth, the boat re¬ 
crossed the river to Lexington, through the still floating ice, which broke the paddle wheels, making repairs necessary 
before the journey could be resumed. 

On Friday morning, April 9 th , 1852, the Saluda which had been lying at the port of Lexington since the 5 th , made 
another effort to get under way, the ice by this time having ceased running. But in getting up steam to round a point 
just above Lexington, the engineers carelessly let the boilers get dry and red hot; and as the engines started, and the 
pumps forced the cold water in, the boilers burst to pieces with a tremendous noise, as the paddle wheels were 
making their second or third revolution. The explosion, which was heard and felt in every part of the city of Lexington, 
completely wrecked the whole boat, threw her chimneys and parts of the boilers and timbers in every direction and 
destroyed the freight of the passengers, and the cargo generally. The boat sank in ten minutes after the explosion. 
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“We have not heart to attempt a description of the scene,” writes the editor of the Lexington Express. “Twenty-six 
mangled corpses collected together, and as many more with limbs broken and torn off and bodies badly scalded— 
wives and mothers frantic at the loss of husbands and children—husbands and bereaved orphans engaged in 
searching among the dead and dying for wives and parents—are scenes which we can neither behold nor describe; 
yet such a scene was presented to the citizens of Lexington on Friday—good Friday—a day forever memorable in the 
annals of Christianity as the day that witnessed the redemption of man from endless death, and which will long be 
remembered by the passengers on that ill-fated Saluda as a day of sorrow and privation. *** The probability is that the 
number of killed and badly wounded is about one hundred. *** Persons who witnessed the explosion say that several 
persons were blown into the middle of the river, and others were blown a considerable distance up the bluff; one man, 
standing some distance on the shore was struck by a piece of timber and instantly killed.” 

Captain Bell was blown halfway up a steep embankment, together with the iron safe, in which the boat’s papers were 
kept; it was broken all to pieces, and the captain killed. Most of the baggage belonging to the emigrants was 
destroyed, but some of the merchandise on board, packed in tight barrels, and some iron ware, were saved. 

During the night of April 8 th the night preceding the morning on which the disaster took place—the fine steamboat, 
Isabel had come up the river, and had tied up at a point a short distance below where the Saluda lay. The passengers 
and crew of the Isabel were eye-witnesses of the explosion, and saw the bodies, and pieces of the doomed boat flying 
through the air; they made heroic efforts to recover the bodies of those who were killed, as they floated past, but only a 
few of them were seen and secured. Immediately after the accident, Captain Miller of the Isabel, generously offered a 
free passage to the Bluffs, with provisions to all who wished to go. Many accepted of the noble offer, and in three 
hours after the explosion had taken place, they were on their way up the river; the remainder, including the wounded 
and their immediate relatives and friends remained behind. 

The citizens of Lexington and vicinity promptly assembled to adopt measures for the relief of the sufferers and such 
survivors as were stripped of their goods and supplies. C.R. Morehead, Esq. was called to chair, and John T. Pigott 
appointed secretary. A committee was appointed to raise means, another to bury the dead, a third to take care of the 
sick, and a special committee to take care of the orphans. 

In appreciation of the help, Elders Kelsey, Smoot, Dunbar, and David J. Ross, united in a card of thanks to the citizens 
for their generous and noble conduct. Elder Kelsey, who heard of the explosion while doing business in Gallatin, 
Daviess County, Missouri, sixty miles north of Lexington, hastened to the scene of the disaster, where he arrived on 
Sunday, April the eleventh. He immediately visited the wounded, and gave them such aid and comfort as was within 
his power. Elder A.O. Smoot was with them already, having come up on the steamer Isabel, and witnessed the 
explosion. Elder Kelsey endeavored to find out the exact number of persons killed and wounded, but in consequence 
of so many leaving so quickly, names of all the killed could not be ascertained.

The long winter here has finally given place to spring. The thick clouds have disappeared and the warm, pleasant 
rays of the sun soon melted off the snows and vegetation shoots forth from every nook and corner. The song of the 
lark is again heard, the plains are covered with cattle and all nature seems to rejoice together. 

Spring has opened here much earlier than has been usual heretofore, and the prospects at present are indicative of 
a plentiful season, although crickets in innumerable multitudes have made their appearance on the surrounding 
benches and uplands. 

Many are busily engaged in plowing and putting in crops and there seems to be quite a spirit here in many to 
improve in their farming operations. Some are taking up more land, in different localities three or four miles apart, 
which seems to separate the water too much, which has always been rather scarce. This running of the water in so 
many ditches and different directions will necessarily cause more or less waste as well as evaporation, but the future 
must reveal whether the move is a judicious one or not. 

During the past winter a large quantity of molasses has been manufactured here from the beet, and of a superior 
quality. The principal establishment is that of Mr. Eli B. Kelsey.

The following communication was published in the "Deseret Evening News" of Oct 26th (See also Des. News 
18:453) (Doc. Hist., 1120) 

To whom it may concern-This certifies that Wm S. Godbe, E. L. T. Harrison and Eli B. Kelsey were cut off from the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, on Monday, the 25th day of October 1869, by the High Council of Salt 
Lake City, for harboring and spreading the spirit of apostasy. Wm. Dunford, Clerk of Council. 


B: “To this autobiographic sketch must be supplemented a few general points. Elder Kelsey was left, by Orson Pratt, 
in charge of the British Mission during the period of that Apostle’s return to America in 1850; but his crowning mark 
was made as President of the London Conference. Indeed it was Elder Kelsey who first brought the great London 
Conference to its well-known organic perfection, and under him tract societies were organized everywhere in his 
district, and hundreds were brought into the Church by his missionary energy. He also called into the ministry a 
number of young men who have since distinguished themselves, among whom was Charles W. Penrose. His history 
in connection with the Godbeite Movement has been very fully sketched as it must be understood that he ran through 
its entire record and action. Undoubtedly in character-strength, Elder Kelsey stood first among his compeers. Indeed, 
he is a strong Cromwellian type of man and, therefore, eminently one of Joseph Smith’s Elders. Dominance and 
independence of character peculiarly marked all those Elders who took Joseph Smith as their pattern; and Kelsey also 
possessed quite a liberal endowment of those qualities by Nature. Those who think Mormon Elders are slaves, or that 
they are to be subdued for a long period by any human will, no matter how strong, even in their presiding men, have 
but a very poor conception of what Elder Kelsey’s protest and action against President Young meant. The moral of the 
action meant that there are a thousand Mormon Elders almost as potent in their character and force and will as 
Brigham himself, and this being the case they were not going to be forever subdued by one dominant mind. Kelsey’s 
philosophy as a Mormon Elder is that we bow to our own priesthood as the embodiment of our own wills as Mormon 
Elders and that the President took the advantage of this and absorbed our collective strength; and that the Mormon 
results, since the death of Joseph Smith, were not Brigham Young’s, but of thousands of strong faithful Elders. This is 
precisely the opinion of John Taylor, Orson Pratt, Wilford Woodruff and the whole of the Mormon Priesthood. There 
has never been a difference of opinion between any of us in this, and nothing ever offended Mormon Elders so much 
as the Gentiles ascribing everything of Mormonism to Brigham Young. Kelsey was emphatically a rebel to President 
Young, and he means by this that all Mormon Elders are properly rebels to a One Man Power. What a view of 
Mormonism is this for the Gentile’s astonishment! And yet it is strictly the Mormon view. The Elders never would 
acknowledge a One Man Power, even though they were bowing to it practically. Kelsey affirms that the Mormon 
Church is the most democratic Church in the world, and this is just what all the Mormons say. As will be seen by a 
review of his protests and action, Elder Kelsey’s point is that this is identically (sic) what we are in genius and theory, 
but not quite in practice, hence our action itself. To nothing that Eli B. Kelsey does must be given an Anti-Mormon 
interpretation; he is emphatically a Protestant Mormon Elder. _ 
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Nor must, it be thought that Elder Kelsey has a poor appreciation intellectually of the Mormon Church. With all its 
faults-the mere defect of its members-he thinks it head and shoulders above any Church in the world, while he further 
holds that Mormonism, outworked to its culminative excellence, is the grandest religious faith the world has ever 
possessed. Such are Eli B. Kelsey’s views and such is the man.”

“Mr. Eli B. Kelsey, thoroughly breaking off from Mormonism, and believing that the hour had fully come to develop the 
mineral resources of the Territory, started out in the old missionary style to lecture upon Utah in the Atlantic and Pacific 
[714] States, in the summer of 1870. He wrote to the papers, spoke to "boards of trade," published a pamphlet, and 
created quite an interest among capitalists, and was the means of sending into the mining districts a hundred thousand 
dollars in the fall of 1870. The first of Eastern capitalists who, at this time, was converted, was an enterprising 
merchant of New York, William M. Fliess, Esq., who joined Mr. Kelsey, and advanced the "working capital" required to 
develop some valuable mines. From that time capital has flowed into Utah, and wealth has been dug out of the 
mountains in such abundance—in proportion to the capital and labour employed—as to justify the hope that Utah will 
yet be the first mining country in the world.”

Dear Editor: 

Since writing my last letter, I have rusticated a few days at my home in Tooele City. Tooele City is one of the prettiest 
little rural villages in this territory. 

Stockton, East Canyon and Camp Floyd Mining Districts are destined to become great centers of mineral wealth, and 
the homes of thousands of miners. 

Tooele City settlement is the future market garden of those camps. More than this, Tooele City is, in my opinion, 
destined to become a great mining camp itself. The several belts or families of mineral veins, that have made 
Stockton, East Canyon and Camp Floyd Districts famous, traverse the mountain spurs to the northeast, east and 
southeast of Tooele City, within a radius of not more than 7 miles. 

The rich chloride veins yet to be found to the northwest of Bingham will electrify the Tooeleites, so soon as they free 
themselves from their old ideas of the coming “Kingdom” and hell and the devil sufficiently to enable them to 
understand that God not only created the world, but that the time has never been when He did not also rule it 
according to the counsels of His own will, and that the “Lord’s Time: for the development of the vast mineral wealth of 
the territory has come at the very time that it is being developed-, i.e., that the fact of the mineral treasures of Utah 
being understood and brought to light, is prima facia evidence that the “Lord’s Time” has come. 

Whilst in Tooele City, I was accosted by the genial and portly bishop (Rowberry), who requested me to look at some 
“rock” he carried in his hand, which he informed me had been found in the mountains on the west side of Tooele 
Valley, said to assay way up in the hundreds of dollars. After looking at the rock and finding it a very fine specimen, I 
remarked to the bishop that here was additional proof that the “Kingdom of God” was going up the spout. 

I gave him credit for possession of the brains to enable him to understand that each and every effort he made towards 
the mineral development of Utah, was an ax laid to the root of the orthodox tree, the fall of which would demolish his 
bishoprics and bring the whole priestly paraphernalia of power to the dust. 

I recommend prospectors to take a good look at the rich prospecting ground near Tooele City. The bishop is a man 
“who laughs and grows fat,” Gog or Magog ever disturb his equanimity and the proximity of a fine settlement and the 
comforts of the Oquirrh House, with the cordial greetings of “Mine Host,” Mr. Foote, are luxuries not to be despised at 
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the close of a day’s tramp prospecting. 

Judge L. B. Kinney writes to me under date of 22 nd inst. That Mr. Casey’s discovery is no hoax, and that he Mr. 

Bristol’s (the assayer’s) testimony of the fact, and further informs me that I am “in for 200 feet.” Bingham’s “Light will 
surely shine.” Now ye lovers of the marvelous, here is a forecast of what Bingham can do in the sensational way—but 
remember that if honey does draw flies—“bread and butter is the staff of life.” 

One thousand two hundred and ninety seven dollars per ton, is very promising. I have no objection to “rich rock” if size 
and perpetuity characterize the vein—of this I will post you when I reach Bingham, or as soon thereafter as muscle can 
determine the fact,

From 1874 to 1879, non-Mormon politicians from the Liberal Party of Utah gained control of Tooele County, the first 
time any non-Mormons had success in Utah politics. They called the county the “Republic of Tooele.” 

The election marked the first success of the Liberal Party, which was organized in 1870. The party viewed the large 
non-Mormon mining population in the county as a natural environment for electoral success and campaigned fiercely 
in Tooele's mining districts leading up to the June 1874 election.

The Act also eliminated the territorial marshal and attorney, giving their 
duties to a US Marshal and a US Attorney. By removing Latter-day Saints from positions of authority in the Utah 
justice system, the Act was intended to allow for successful prosecutions of Mormon polygamist.”

“The Edmunds Act declared polygamy a felony. It also prohibited “bigamous relationships” or “unlawful cohabitation” 
thus removing the need to prove that actual marriages had occurred. The act also revoked polygamists’ right to vote, 
sit on a public jury, or hold political office. All elected offices in the Utah Territory were vacated, and new elections 
were held territory-wide. 

More than 1,300 men were imprisoned under the terms of the “Edmunds Act” Leaders of the LDS Church went into 
hiding to avoid arrest. Many Latter-day Saint men, and even women, went “underground” to avoid arrest. Church 
colonies fled to Mexico and Cardston, Alberta, Canada to avoid arrest.

I hereby give and bequeath unto Sarah Jane (Cole) Kelsey, formerly my Wife under the 
polygamic regime of the Mormon Church, One third of my interest in the Agnes No. 2 Mining Claim 
situated in the West Mountain mining District, Salt Lake County, Utah Territory, Being one hundred and 
sixty six and two thirds (166 2/3) undivided feet or the one third of the five hundred (500) undivided feet 
I own in said Agnes No. 2 Patented Mining Claim. 

Second. I give and bequeath to Mary Ann (Mclntire) Kelsey (formerly my Wife under the polygamic 
_ regime aforesaid and who bore me five children, One hundred and sixty six and two thirds (166 2/3rd) 
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undivided feet in the said Agnes No. 2 Mining Claim and 

Third. I give and bequeath unto my wife, Letitia Sheets Kelsey, one hundred and sixty six and two 
thirds (166 2/3rd) undivided feet in the before mentioned Agnes No. 2 Mining Claim and also I give to 
my said Wife, Letitia Sheets Kelsey my undivided One fourth (1/4th) interest in the “Fleiss” Mining 
Claim, a patented Mining Claim situated in Freeman’s Fork of Bingham Canyon, West Mountain Mining 
District aforesaid-The above gifts to be held by the respective devisees, their heirs, and assigns forever. 

I hereby declare and affirm that my heirs George W. Kelsey, Eli B. Kelsey Junior, Lorenzo L. Kelsey, 
Lewis P. Kelsey, and John L. Kelsey, Sons by my wife Letitia Sheets and my daughter Emma C. Kelsey 
now by marriage Emma C. Muirbrook and the heirs of my deceased daughter Mary Jane Kelsey 
Gillespie having arrived at men and women’s estate and having received all at my hands that I feel it in 
my power to give them without leaving their mother in a comparative destitute condition in her old age; I 
make no special bequest to them and therefore give and bequeath to my wife, Letitia Sheets Kelsey, all 
the remainder of the real and personal estate owned by me at my decease after the payment of all my 
just debts and funeral expenses. 

And I hereby appoint my friends, William S. Godbe and Henry W. Lawrence, Executors of this my last 
Will and Testament to carry into practical effect the various provisions of the same hereby giving them 
full and unlimited power of attorney to do all things requisite and needful in the first settlement of my 
estate and fulfillment of the bequests herein contained. Also giving them full power to convey all mining 
or other property I may die possessed of and to make such payments of old obligations or such 
distribution among my heirs in case of the death of my said wife, Letitia Sheets Kelsey as in their 
judgment justice shall dictate, so that no disturbance of the within named bequests be made. And in 
case of the death or absence from this Territory of either of my said Trustees then I desire that the 
survivor or one remaining in the Territory shall do and perform all things necessary to the carrying out of 
the purposes of this my Will. And I hereby direct and request that my said Executors shall be exempt 
from giving sureties upon their official bonds. And I also provide that they shall be liable only each for 
himself for my negligence as occasion the loss of property or estate. And further I direct my said 
Executors or one of them as the case may be as soon as possible after my decease to make 
collections of all securities for money loaned or invested and to draw out any reserves in the Band and 
pay up all just monies deposited with me for use and to settle up and dispose of my Real Estate 
Business should I continue in the same to the time of my decease, in the best way and manner for the 
payment of all notes of hand and other obligations I may leave and apply any surplus for the benefit of 
my heirs as their wisdom may dictate. In witness whereof, I the Testator hereto set my hand this 
nineteenth day of December AD 1882. Eli B. Kelsey

Mr. Dickson has burst another bombshell in addition to the many he has of late been exploding: the particular 
bombshell to which we have reference this morning is the subpoenaing of the household of Mr. Eli B. Kelsey, and their 
examination yesterday before the Grand Jury-the object being to find an indictment against the gentleman in question 
for unlawful cohabitation. Mr. Kelsey, most people in Utah know, is a gentleman who went out of the Mormon Church at 
the time of the Godbeite movement. Subsequent developments showed that there was at least one principle of 
Mormonism, however, which Mr. Kelsey did not renounce; unlike a good many others who "preach what they do not 
practice" Mr. Kelsey is suspected of "practicing what he does not preach," and for this offense the long and the strong 
arm of Mr. Dickson is reaching out after him. 

A Herald reporter, as soon as the news reached him yesterday, from a private source, that Mr. Kelsey's family had 
been subpoenaed on Thursday evening, repaired to the gentleman's real estate office, east of the Deseret National 
Bank, and found him cooly talking over rental matters with one or two of his clients. He gave the reporter a private 
audience, however, and in response to his questions said quite unconcernedly: 

"Oh, yes; it's me they're after. They subpoenaed both my wives, my sons Eli and George, my whole family in fact, 
last night, and today they have them all before the Grand Jury." 

"On what charge are they seeking to indict you?" 

"Unlawful cohabitation with more than one woman. It could be nothing else." 

"Did your wives leave the Mormon Church with you?" 

"Two of them did; I have supported them ever since, and shall always continue to do so." 

"Do you attribute this prosecution to Mr. Dickson?" 

"No I do not. I attribute it to some one's private spite. Mr. Dickson told Mr. Bird that he would not have brought the 
case up himself, so I take it that someone was urging or influencing him." 

The reporter left Mr. Kelsey wishing him better fortune than others who had been brought up on the same charge. 

He thought he would have no trouble, he said, as he could show that for the past seven years he had made it a practice 
merely to call on and take dinner on Sunday with his second wife, and unless there was a crime in that he had nothing 
to fear. The reporter thought of the recent case of Angus M. Cannon, however and went away doubting.

The victim had 
reached an advanced age, and while it 
would be stating too much to say that 
the prosecution was the direct 
cause of his death, it may be 
safely and strongly inferred that 
the shock and annoyance which it 
caused him in all likelihood hastened 
it. He has gone beyond the reach of 
partial, unjust and inhuman prosecu¬ 
tions. It can probably be consistently 
said in his case, with some degree of 
justice, to those who are running the 
extra-legal crusade — “Behold your 
work I”

ANOTHER VETERAN GONE 

Sudden Death of Eli B Kelsey on Friday Afternoon 


Those who knew the prominent business man and old-time resident of Utah, Eli B Kelsey, will be painfully 
surprised to learn that he breathed his last at 2.20 yesterday afternoon of a complaint which has not yet been fully 
analyzed, but which seems from the symptoms to have been violent stomachic disorders, coupled with perhaps 
heart disease. It was so recently that Mr. Kelsey was well and alive in his office, and was quoted in THE HERALD with 
regard to the Grand Jury's investigating his marital relations, that the news of his demise yesterday was generally 
received with the deepest surprise. An inquiry among his nearest friends elicited the information that on Thursday, 
at 11.40 a.m., while writing in his office he suddenly ceased his work, being seized by some unknown affection; he 
started from his chair and fell heavily on the lounge, his eyes protruding and the sweat falling in great beads from his 
forehead. His son, who was present, immediately summoned Dr. White, who on arrival, found the patient in too 
critical a condition for removal till about 5 p. m., when he was taken to his home in the Eighth Ward. Every care and 
attention were shown, but all to no avail, as he gradually sank until death relieved him of suffering at the time 
before stated. 

Eli B Kelsey was born in Scioto County Ohio October 27 th , 1819, and was therefore in his 66th year. He 
joined the Mormon Church in 1843; lived in Kentucky at the time, but subsequently in Illinois, Iowa, and Indiana, 
arriving in Utah on November 13 th , 1852. He was a man of recognized ability in business affairs and of sterling 
integrity; he had a large circle of friends, here and elsewhere, who will join the afflicted family in their 
bereavement. 

Mr. Kelsey was one of those most noted in the number who left the Mormon church at the time of the Godbeite 
movement; he embraced no other religion, however, and remained a Liberal or free thinker though his mind was 
somewhat inclined towards spiritualism. He was universally esteemed as conscientious and honorable in all his 
dealings; his judgment and discretion brought him the confidence of a great many business men and capitalists, and 
at the time of his death he held large 

sums for outside parties which he was loaning on real estate in this city; he leaves his family in good circumstances, 
though most of the means he acquired in earlier days had been spent in various mining operations. It has not yet 
been decided when the funeral will be held. 

It was understood that some of the relatives of the deceased desired a post mortem examination, while others did 
not, and last evening they were undecided as to whether have one or not, giving the attending physician (Dr. White) 
to understand that they would decide and inform him, but up to a late hour last night the doctor had not learned 
what conclusion they had arrived at. If a post mortem examination 
is made it will no doubt take place this morning.
